W einberg er, 
speaking 
abou t

report Monday , said the poor more 
than most will feel the effects of 
redu ced pu rchasing power brou g ht on 


by u nemploy ment and inflation and 
the lack of health sendees resu lting 
from transportation and bu dg etary 
restrictions. 
In an interv iew in his chilly , drafty 
office

deg rees, 
W einberg er said 
he 
an­ 
tic ipa te s increased dem ands for 
welfare, hig her welfare pay m ents and 
more social serv ices as u nemploy ment 
and inflation take hold nex t y ear. 
He said he will encou rag e states to 
watch carefu lly for a possible need to 
raise welfare pay ments to help dis­ 
adv antag ed families cope with su ch 


thing s as rising prices for home 
heating oil. 
Those with respiratory problems 
may also su ffer more if a bill amend­ 
ing the Clean Air Act becomes law. 
The m easu re, passed 8 5 to 0 Monday 
by the Senate, postpones for one y ear 
enforcement of the law requ iring a 90 
per cent redu ction of harmfu l au to 
ex hau st fu mes. 
Differences between that bill and a 
sim ilar Hou se-passed m easu re mu st 
be worked ou t in conference before 
postponement of the reg u lations u ntil 
1977 is enacted. 


Another conference committee is 
try ing to ag ree on a stripped down 
em erg ency energ y bill free of su ch 
controv ersial issu es as Vietnam and 
school bu sing .

Oil, heating fu el and 
electricity shortag es, in addition to 
price rises and strike threats, hav e 
forced the g ov ernment to pu t indu stry 
on a three-day week at the start of the 
new y ear.

Northeast Raked

East Coast residents stru g g led today 
to recov er from the season’s first big 
snow 
and 
ice 
storm 
which 
left 
thou sands of people withou t electricity 
and made commu ting and other trav el 
hazardou s for millions. 


In the New York City area, the Ix ing 
Island Lig hting Co. said that abou t 
53,000 cu stom ers were still withou t 
power today . The company said elec­ 
tricity shou ld be restored to most 
homes du ring the day , bu t warned 
some people wou ld not hav e lig hts or 
electric heat u ntil Wednesday m orn­ 
ing . 
Jersey Central Power & Lig ht Co. 
said scattered ou tag es continu ed in 
two cou nties. 


A spokesman for Boston Edison Co. 
said sev eral thou sand homes were still 
withou t power in Boston’s western 
su bu rbs as crews worked to restore 
secondary circu its. 
The storm , the first of the winter 
season to blanket the reg ion, cru sted 
mu ch of the Atlantic Coast, cau sed at 
least 15 deaths and contribu ted to a 
ju mbo jetliner accident in Boston. 
A spokesm an for the N ational 
Weather Serv ice, blaming 
a 
low- 
pressu re sy stem off the m iddle 
A tlantic C oast, predicted colder 
weather today , with snow flu rries in 
some reg ions and a hard freeze as far 
sou th as northern Florida. 
The N ational W eather S erv ice 
reported a tem peratu re of 1 9 deg rees 
in New York City at 8 a.m. The m orn­ 
ing tem peratu re in Richmond, Va., 
was 3 deg rees, a record low. 
The cold weather affected not only 
power lines, bu t transit sy stem s as 
well. 
Virg inians awoke to bad news as 
they prepared to dig ou t from a storm 
that left u p to 16 inches of snow on 
some parts of the state. The W eather 
Bu reau forecast more snow for tonig ht 
and Wednesday morning . 
A snow emerg ency plan remained in 
effect in 19 of M ary land’s 23 cou nties. 
Schools were closed in two-thirds of the 
state and the hig hway departm ent 
said that althou g h main roads were in 


g ood shape, secondary roads were 
snow-cov ered and slippery . 
Fiv e aircraft at Ft. M eade, Md., fell 
v ictim 
to 
the 
storm . 
An 
Army 
spokesman said a soldier operating a 
snow plow slipped and fell off the seat. 
The driv erless plow went ou t of control 
and into a hang ar, bou ncing off two 
helicopters and three airplanes. There 
was no im mediate dam ag e estim ate. 
The storm, which beg an Su nday and 
continu ed throu g h Monday , ex tended 
as far sou th as northern Georg ia, 
where lig ht snow was reported. 
Ice brou g ht down pow er lines 
throu g hou t the reg ion, hitting Con­ 
necticu t the hardest. An estim ated 8 50 
electrical workers had to be called in 
from other states to help restore power 
to a qu arter of a million blackedou t 
homes in the state, most of them in the 
bedroom su bu rbs ju st north of New 
York City . 
Thou g h m any downed lines were 
repaired du ring the day , thou sands of 
homes were reported still withou t 
electricity early today . Some in Con­ 
necticu t wou ld not hav e their power 
restored u ntil Wednesday , officials 
said.

airliner after a m assacre at Rome 
a irport 
su rrendered

au thorities today after releasing their 
h ostag es, K u w ait airport officials 
reported. 
The I^ebanese g ov ernment refu sed 
to let them land in Beiru t, and they pu t 
down in Damascu s, the Sy rian capital. 
The com m ander of the Sy rian air 
force appealed repeatedly for the 
release of the 
hostag es, 
bu t the 
hijackers refu sed. 
The Sy rians ag reed to refu el the 
plane for a flig ht to Bag hdad, the 
capital of Iraq. 
The hijackers’ v ictims inclu ded at 
least 
30 
persons 
aboard 
a 
Pan 
Am erican jetliner they firebomed on 
the ru nway at Rome’s Fiu micino 
airport early Monday afternoon and an 
Italian policeman they shot and killed 
at the airport. Others were reportedly 
ex ecu ted one by one in the hijacked jet 
as the terrorists dram atized their 
dem ands. 
The pilot of the Lu fthansa jetliner 
told the Athens control tower the Arab 
terrorists had instru cted him to fly to 
Cairo. l,ater, Lu fthansa said the plane 
set cou rse for IJby a, then appeared to 
tu rn toward Beiru t. 
I>ebanese au thorities immediately 
closed the Beiru t airport to all traffic. 
Cars were placed on all the ru nway s to 
prev ent the plane from landing withou t 
permission. 
The Greek state radio said the pilot 
re porte d th ere w ere 12 hostag es 
aboard the plane, inclu ding three crew 
m em bers, a stew ardess, fiv e Italian 
policemen, two Italian cu stom s offi­ 
cers and an airport worker. 
The terrorists left Athens after the 
Greek g ov ernment refu sed to release 
two Black September g u errillas it has 
had in jail since Au g u st. Greek offi­ 
cials 
were 
not 
sway ed 
by 
the 
hijackers’ threats to kill their hostag es 
and blow u p the plane or crash it into 
downtown Athens. 
One of the 30 v ictims of the Pan Am 
firebombing , a 20-y ear-old American 
g irl named Bonnie Dresnell, died 
today . Her home address was not 
known, and as y et there also was no 
total of the nu mber of Americans 
killed or wou nded in the fire bombing . 
Reports from the Lu fthansa plane 
said fiv e persons died aboard it. One 
was a hostag e who su ccu mbed to

wou nds he g ot in Rome. The reports 
said the g u nmen then m u rdered three 
m ore hostag es and the copilot, one by 
one, to pressu re the Greek g ov ernment 
into releasing the two terrorists it was 
holding . 
The hijackers threw one body off the 
plane. One report said it was believ ed 
to be that of an Au strian stewardess, 
bu t a photog rapher who v iewed the 
body said it was a m an's. 
The hijackers also were reported to 
hav e let fou r of their hostag es leav e 
the plane before they took off, bu t the 
photog rapher said only one hostag e 
an inju red man 
was freed. He was 
believ ed to be an Italian policeman.

John Gillig an, contacted in 
Clev eland where he was taping a 
telev ision interv iew, wou ld not com­ 
m ent concerning who he wou ld name 
as Sax be’s su ccessor. 
“ All I can say is nothing will happen 
tonig ht,” Gillig an said.

By 
keeping his Senate seat u ntil Jan. 2, he 
will be elig ible for fu ll cong ressional 
retirem ent benefits 
Sax be will take a salary cu t from 
$42,000 to $35,000 a y ear when he steps 
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into the Cabinet job. 
The attorney g eneral’s pay was 
rolled back to make 
Sax be con­ 
stitu tionally elig ible for the position. 
The 
C onstitu tion 
prohibits 
a 
cong ressman from hiking an ex ecu tiv e 
post if the salary for that position was 
increased du ring the cong ressm an’s 
cu rrent term . Sax be was a Senator 
when the body raised the attorney 
g eneral’s salary to $60,000 in 1969. 
After leng thy hearing s, the Senate 
Ju diciary Committee decided that if 
the salary of the office was redu ced, 


Sax be wou ld lie elig ible for the ap­ 
pointment. 
At least one m em ber of the com­ 
m ittee, Sen. Sam Erv in J r , D-N.C., 
howev er, said he still w asn’t conv inced 
of Sax be’s elig iblity , and v oted ag ainst 
confirmation. 
Sax be is a nativ e of Mechanicsbu rg 
and serv ed fou r term s in the Ohio 
Hou se of Representativ es between 1947 
and 19 54.1 le was elected state attorney 
g eneral in 1956, then re-elected to two 
fou r-y ear term s in 1962 and 1966, He 
has been a U.S. Senator since 1968 .

Northeast Raked 
By Wintry Storm; 


Ice Downs Lines

East Coast residents struggled today 
to recover from the season’s first big 
snow 
and 
ice 
storm 
which 
left 
thousands of people without electricity 
and made commuting and other travel 
hazardous for millions. 


In the New York City area, the I zing 
Island Lighting Co. said that about 
53,000 customers were still without 
power today. The company said elec­ 
tricity should be restored to most 
homes during the day, but warned 
some people would not have lights or 
electric heat until Wednesday morn­ 
ing. 
Jersey Central Power & Light Co. 
said scattered outages continued in 
two counties. 


A spokesman for Boston Edison Co. 
said several thousand homes were still 
without power in Boston’s western 
suburbs as crews worked to restore 
secondary circuits. 
The storm, the first of the winter 
season to blanket the region, crusted 
much of the Atlantic Coast, caused at 
least 15 deaths and contributed to a 
jumbo jetliner accident in Boston. 
A spokesm an for the National 
Weather Service, blaming 
a 
low- 
pressure system off the middle 
Atlantic Coast, predicted colder 
weather today, with snow flurries in 
some regions and a hard freeze as far 
south as northern Florida. 
The National Weather Service 
reported a temperature of 19 degrees 
in New York City at 8 a.m. The morn­ 
ing temperature in Richmond, Va., 
was 3 degrees, a record low. 
The cold weather affected not only 
power lines, but transit system s as 
well. 
Virginians awoke to bad news as 
they prepared to dig out from a storm 
that left up to 16 inches of snow on 
some parts of the state. The Weather 
Bureau forecast more snow for tonight 
and Wednesday morning. 
A snow emergency plan remained in 
effect in 19 of Maryland’s 23 counties. 
Schools were closed in two-thirds of the 
state and the highway department 
said that although main roads were in 


good shape, secondary roads were 
snow-covered and slippery.

spokesman said a soldier operating a 
snow plow slipped and fell off the seat. 
The driverless plow went out of control 
and into a hangar, bouncing off two 
helicopters and three airplanes.

The storm, which began Sunday and 
continued through Monday, extended 
as far south as northern Georgia, 
where light snow was reported. 
Ice brought down power lines 
throughout the region, hitting Con­ 
necticut the hardest. An estimated 850 
electrical workers had to be called in 
from other states to help restore power 
to a quarter of a million blackedout 
homes in the state, most of them in the 
bedroom suburbs just north of New 
York City. 
Though many downed lines were 
repaired during the day, thousands of 
homes were reported still without 
electricity early today. Some in Con­ 
necticut would not have their power 
restored until Wednesday, officials 
said.

The Syrians agreed to refuel the 
plane for a flight to Baghdad, the 
capital of Iraq.

American jetliner they firebomed on 
the runway at 
Rome’s Fiumicino 
airport early Monday afternoon and an 
Italian policeman they shot and killed 
at the airport. Others were reportedly 
executed one by one in the hijacked jet 
as the terrorists dramatized their 
demands. 
The pilot of the Lufthansa jetliner 
told the Athens control tower the Arab 
terrorists had instructed him to fly to 
Cairo. Irater, Lufthansa said the plane 
set course for libya, then appeared to 
turn toward Beirut. 
lebanese authorities immediately 
closed the Beirut airport to all traffic. 
Cars were placed on all the runways to 
prevent the plane from landing without 
permission.

Repu blican Army were sentenced to 
life imprisonment a month ago for 
those attacks, in which one man was 
killed and nearly 200 inju red. Two of 
those imprisoned, sisters Dolou rs and 
Marian Price, are on a hu nger strike 
and are being force fed in Brix ton 
Prison. 
Most of the casu alties today were cu t 
by fly ing glass or were su ffering from 
sev ere shock. Bu t two of them were 
taken im m ediately to operating 
rooms. 
The bomb went off ou tside a Home 
Office bu ilding sev eral hu ndred y ards 
from the Hou ses of Parliament ju st as 
thou sands of gov ernment workers 
were getting to their desks. 
The blast redu ced the car to ru bble, 
damaged nearby v ehicles and blew ou t 
windows in adjacent bu ildings. 
The Home Office is responsible for 
the police and prisons in Britain and 
Northern Ireland. It has been ex ­ 
pecting a new wav e of Irish terrorism 
in Britain since the conv iction of the 
March bombers and reports from 
intelligence sou rces in Belfast that 
su spected terrorists had been going 
from Northern Ireland to London.

James P. Shea, Pickaway Cou nty 
Veterans Serv ice Officer, reports new 
Veterans Administration laws, which 
go into effect on Janu ary 1, 197 4, will 
allow an increase of 10 per cent in 
pension rates for v eterans, widows, 
children and DIC Parents. 
The law allows single v eterans 
hospitalized at Gov ernment ex pense 
for more than two fu ll months to 
receiv e $50 monthly instead of $30 
monthly . 
The increase goes only to those 
v eterans who are receiv ing total non 
serv ice connected pension benefits, 
and to children and widows of v eterans 
who died the resu lt of a disability not 
incu rred in Serv ice. 
Parents whose sons died while in 
serv ice, or the resu lt of a serv ice 
connected disability will also receiv e 
the increase.

Car Bomb 
Injures 34 


LONDON (A P) — A car bomb ex­ 
ploded outside a government office 
building in central london today, and 
police said 34 persons were injured. 
It was the first car bomb attack in 
the British capital since last March. 
Seven 
members 
of 
the 
Irish 
Republican Army were sentenced to 
life imprisonment a month ago for 
those attacks, in which one man was 
killed and nearly 200 injured. Two of 
those imprisoned, sisters Dolours and 
Marian Price, are on a hunger strike 
and are being force fed in Brixton 
Prison. 
Most of the casualties today were cut 
by flying glass or were suffering from 
severe shock. But two of them were 
taken immediately to operating 
rooms. 
The bomb went off outside a Home 
Office building several hundred yards 
from the Houses of Parliament just as 
thousands of government workers 
were getting to their desks. 
The blast reduced the car to rubble, 
damaged nearby vehicles and blew out 
windows in adjacent buildings. 
The Home Office is responsible for 
the police and prisons in Britain and 
Northern Ireland. It has been ex­ 
pecting a new wave of Irish terrorism 
m Britain since the conviction of the 
March bombers and reports from 
intelligence sources in Belfast that 
suspected terrorists had been going 
from Northern Ireland to London.

The 
clerk said agreement of 18 would be 
necessary to return any indictment.

be allowed to listen to testimony 
during the closed-door grand jury 
sessions. 
Robert A. Murphy, U.S. Justice 
Department attorney, said Iiambros 
wouldn’t be permitted in the grand 
jury room, and Battiste made the 
ruling formal without a hearing. 
The start of jury selection was 
delayed for a time Monday morning 
while the judge conferred with at­ 
torneys handling the investigation, the 
clerk said. 
Newsmen were told they could be 
present during the selection. 
Murphy said Monday he might ask 
for a court order banning newsmen 
from hallways near the jury room to 
prevent congestion. Murphy, 36, is 
head of the Criminal Section of the 
Justice Department’s Civil Rights 
Division.

Transition In Teaching 


Reminiscent of the drop in 
interest among college youths 
for engineering which began a 


few years ago is a tapering off 
of students 
preparing 
for 
teaching careers. The main 
reason for the decline in in­ 


terest is the well publicized 
shrinkage 
in teaching op 
portunities. 
P o p u la t io n 
c h a n g e s , 
especially in the elementary 
grades, may cause a drop in 


available teaching positions 
next year totaling 200,000 or 
more. 
The 
number 
of 


graduates also will be down 
somewhat, 
but 
perhaps 
not 
enough to avoid another sur­ 
plus of applicants. 


Another factor is the overall 
decline in interest in a college 
education. It this trend con­ 
tinues, the applicants available

WASHINGTON J. Edgar Hoover 
died May 2, 1972. One year later, the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
which he had built into a fortress of 
integrity over nearly half a century, 
was in shambles. Its Acting Director 
had been played for a yokel by the 
slickers who masterminded the 
Watergate coverup, conned into 
burning vital evidence instead of 
arresting the scoundrels on the spot. 
Bureau morale reached its lowest ebb. 
Hoover’s first successor, L. Patrick 
Gray III, a boob Mr. (’lean, quit m 
despair when the Senate Watergate 
hearings 
unveiled 
his 
shocking 
naivete. Hoover’s second successor, 
William 1). Kuekelshaus, was moved 
into the Justice Department proper 
after a short career as the head G- 
Man, then was canned by President 
Nixon for refusing to fire Special 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
Hoover’s third successor, Clarence 
M. Kelley, sworn in last July 9, has 
now issued the Bureau’s report 
covering the worst year the FB I has 
had since the days when it was run 
(under 
the 
name of 
Bureau 
of 
Investigation) by such cronies of 
President Warren Harding as Gaston 
B. Means, a crook. The 1973 annual 
report does not deal in any great depth 
with the Bureau’s complicity in 
Watergate, nor does it ignore the 
blight. Director Kelley, a man as 
strong but not as dictatorial as Hoover 
was, puts it this way in his in­ 
troduction: 
“ This report of FB I operations in 
fiscal 
year 
1973 
abounds 
with 
noteworthy achievements throughout 
the broad spectrum of the Bureau’s 
investigative responsibilities. 
“ But it cannot convey in explicit 
terms the human effort, the toil and 
sweat and dedication required to 
achieve such excellence during one of 
the most trying eras in the F B I’s 
history. 
“ I commend these pages to those 
who express concern that well- 
chronicled events related to the 
Watergate investigation and other 
adversities have diminished the F B I’s 
effectiveness, cast doubt upon its in­ 
tegrity and devastated employee 
morale. 
“ Those who have such doubts un­ 
derestimate the character of career 
F B I employees, for these are men and 
women who truly believe the FBI is the 
finest investigative agency in the 
world, and daily strive to make it so. 
Each year brings new challenges to 
these employees, and the record of 
how they met the unprecedented 
challenges of Fiscal 1973 is set forth 
herein for all to judge . . . The FB I can 
be proud of its performance, and 
merits the continued trust and respect 
of the American people . . 
The report’s other direct mention of 
Watergate appears under the formal 
heading: 
“ Interception of Com­ 
munications.*’ Goes like this: 
“ The most far-reaching and im-

portant investigation conducted by the 
F B I in recent years involving Inter­ 
ception of Communications 
<I(X!) 
matters has become known as the 
Watergate case. The F B I conducts 
investigations regarding illegal use or 
possession of surreptitious listening 
devices commonly known as ‘bugs.’ 
“ These violations often involve 
domestic and marital discord in which 
services of private detective agencies 
are used to record conversations ob­ 
tained by surreptitious listening 
devices. Occasionally, the allegations 
involve industrial espionage. The 
Watergate case, however, evolved 
from different circumstances . . .’’ 
The report illuminates 
the 
im­ 
mensity of Watergate. The F B I (only 
one of several bloodhounds on the 
case) activated “ a massive, far-flung 
investigation 
which 
ultimately 
in­ 
volved 56 of the 59 F B I field offices, as 
well as inquiries in foreign countries 
through liaison by four legal Attaches 
with authorities in those countries.” 
But nobody alerted L. Patrick Gray 
III, apparently. 
The FBI had more than Watergate 
on its knee last fiscal. 
It noted that the number of personnel 
from Soviet-bloc countries holding 
official posts in the U.S. jumped 44 per 
cent, and that Trotskyists distributed 
“ large 
numbers 
of 
communist 


publications in libraries of schools and 
universities throughout the country.” 
It kept an eye on terrorist groups 
ranging from the Weathermen to A1 
Fatah’s Black Septembrists. 
It set a new record for obtaining 
convictions after investigations— 


14,465. That was 96 per cent of all 
persons brought to court. Some 84.5 
per cent pleaded guilty. “ Fines, 
savings and recoveries in FBI cases 
amounted to $474,542,568, or $1.32 for 
every dollar appropriated for FB I 
operations.” 
The F B I remained the scourge of 
kidnappers during its unhappy year. 
The two kidnappers of Mrs. Alice 
Amanda Dealey, daughter-in-law of 
the owner of the Dallas Morning News, 
were arrested while splitting the 


$250,0(H) ransom swag. Their names 
were (interestingly enough) Woodrow 
and Franklin Kansonette. Each was 
given an equally interesting sentence: 
5,005 years in prison. The Bureau also 
tracked down six 
obscene 
phone 
callers, 18 pornographers, and four 
cattle rustlers, not to mention ten 


sports bribers, and it saved Howard 
Hughes (and a couple of other I^ s 
Vegas casino owners) from a $2,000,000 
extortion demand. 
So, on the whole, J. Edgar can 
requiescat in pace. 
Ohio Energy Use 
Down From 1972

A mild early fall and maybe an 
effort by 
consumers to conserve 
energy 
prompted businesses and 
homeowners in many parts of Ohio to 
use less gas and electricity last month 
than they did in November 1972, utility 
firms report. 
Two Cleveland 
Electric 
Il­ 
luminating Co. and Ohio Edison Co. 
reported slight increases in power use, 
but CEI said that probably was due to 
the 5,000 new customers added to its 
rolls in the 12 months. 
Others, including Cincinnati Gas & 
Electric Co., East Ohio Gas Co., 
Toledo Edison, Columbia Gas Co. and 
Columbus and Southern Ohio Electric 
Co. said it was either too early to tell or 
that customers had used less fuel. 
Those reporting drops in power 
usage in November said there’s some 
feeling but 
little 
evidence 
customers are cutting back. 
“ They’re trying to be helpful. I’m 
convinced of that,” said Bill (’haddock, 
a spokesman for Columbia Gas. “ But 
it is almost impossible to pin down the 
effects. There is no discernible pat­ 
tern,” 
Don Terrell, a spokesman for Toledo 
Edison, said deliveries last week were 
down “ ever so slightly” from the same 


period a year ago. The firm has noth­ 
ing to base its reasoning on, he said, 
but the feeling is customers are 
voluntarily using less power. 
East Ohio Gas, citing the relatively 
mild November, said its sales totaled 
32.7 billion cubic feet, compared with 
36.3 billion in November 1972. 
Cincinnati Gas & Electric said power 
usage dropped an average of two 
million kilowatt hours a week in the 
last two weeks. 
“ We are definitely dropping,” a 
spokesman said. 
C EI said its customers used 1.319 
billion kilowatt hours of electricity in 
November 1972 and consumed slightly 
more, 1.413 billion, last month.

spokesman 
said 
December 
figures, 
available 
next 
month, 
probably will give a clearer picture of 
the effects of the campaign to save 
energy. 
Columbus and Southern Ohio is 
preparing a formula which should 
produce meaningful information on 
the effects of the energy crisis, a 
spokesman said.

The energy crisis lias af­ 
fected Ohio college and high 
school winter sports very 
little, an Associated Press 
survey shows. 
Even the closing of gasoline 
stations Saturday night and 
Sunday has caused 
few 
ripples in schedules. 
A smattering of college and 
high school basketball games 
have been rescheduled, but 
most conferences and schools 
are adopting a wait-and-see 
attitude. 
“ Most winter sports play 
Saturday afternoon anyway 
so there is no real problem in 
our league,” Commissioner 
Fred Jacoby of the Mid­ 
American Conference said. 
“ We don’t think we can sit 
here and legislate. It’s up to 
the schools themselves,” 
Jacoby said. 
“ Besides, most of our 
teams travel in buses, which 
use diesel fuel,” the com­ 
missioner said. He also noted 
all but four of the 10 league 
schools alrready play their 
basketball 
games 
on 
Saturday afternoons. 
The Ohio Conference has 
permitted its members to 
change basketball games 
from the traditional Saturday 
night to the afternoon. So far. 


only one game has been 
switched.

Northern at 
Marietta contest Dec. 22 has 
been moved to 2 p.m. 
Some Ohio high schools are 
moving their Saturday night 
games to midweek. 
“ It’s a very small per­ 
centage,” said George Bates, 
associate commissioner of 
the Ohio High School Athletic 
Association.

Figures Slated

The 
Agriculture Department will issue a 
survey report on Friday that will show 
how hog producers are lining up plans 
through the winter. 


The report will include an inventory 
of hogs and pigs on farms as of Dec. I 
and figures indicating how many sows 
farmers intend to have farrowing next 
spring. 


M eantime, USDA experts say 
earlier reports show farmers in the 
corn belt — who account for about 
three-fourths of the nation’s pork — do 
not plan to boost farrowings at least 
over the next two months. 


John Ixirsen, a livestock specialist in 
the Economic Research Service says 
hog slaughter probably will continue to 
lag behind year earlier levels of the 
first three months of 1974. 
In a 
speech prepared 
for the 
National Agricultural Outlook Con­ 
ference today, I^arsen also said that if 
hog production is stepped up in the 
first half of 1974 the increase will just 
about offset cutbacks earlier in the 
year. 
“ Producers have been unwilling to 
expand production in the face of high 
feed costs and other increasing ex­ 
penses, even though hog prices have 
risen sharply in 1973,” I^arsen told the 
meeting. 
“Corn prices increased 80 per cent 
from January to August. Just as 
significant, high protein hog feed rose 
more than 60 per cent during the same 
period,” he said. 
Also, I^arsen said, costs of new 
building facilities have risen faster 
than in 1972. He said that farm ers by 
last August were paying 20 per cent 
more for all production items than at 
the beginning of 1973. 
"Com and protein feed prices are 
down from summer,” I^arsen said. 
“Protein use may pick up and (hog 
weight) gains improve as the year 
progresses.”
